The  plan  it  Essence  of  Ultraism,  and  a  diet  of  Papier-mache,  hot 
bead,  cold  feet,  increased  circulation,  high  pulse,  and  closed  pores. 
The  patient  is  undoubtedly  in  an  ailing  way,  but  there  is  this  to  be 
observed,  that  valetudinarians  are  always  apt  to  encourage  the  worst 
views  of  their  conditions,  and  he  it  the  best  doctor  in  their  judgments 
who  lakes  the  most  alarming  view  of  tlteir  maladies.  If  last  year  the 
bo|)y  politic  had, the  sad  misfortune  of  losing  its. constitution,  it  cer¬ 
tainly  should  not  be  surprised  that  this  year  it  is  on  the  verge  of 
dissolution.  But  perhaps  these  representations  ace  both  overcharged — 
what  was  qalled  the  Constitution,  was  a  bad  paralytic  habit,  of  which  it 
was  well  to  be  cured ;  and  the  Bufferings  of-^ihe,  present  moment  are 
rather  late  consequeocts  of  former  ill-treatment  than  effects  of  the 
iauDediate  managemenL  If  our  doctor  will  forbear  from  bleeding, 
remove  all  ligatures  and  bandages,  keep  the  body  open,  and  leave 
tbs  rest  to  nature^  we  have  no  fear  for  the  result.  But  it  is  with  State 
Pretenders  as  Moliere  describes  it  to  be  with  other  Quacks : —

for  the  last  bund  red  years.  The  nation  is  always  uodonewben  it  passes 
from  the  hands  of  cue  set  of  Quacks  to  their  rivals  in  the  trade.  Thai 
it  caa  Have  carried  on  its  vital  functions  under  such  a  series  of  mis- 
tnanagemeut  is  a  fit  subject  for  the  boasted  wonder  and  admiration  of  i 
the  world ;  and  as  for  the  present  treatment,  though  we  are  far  from 
il>  we  cannot  be  so  uncandid  as  to  deny,  that  all  things  con¬ 
sidered,  it  is  a  mitigated  mismanagement.  The  maintenance  of  roili- 
and  otlier  establishments  on  >heir  scale  of  extravagance  is  abo¬ 
minable,  as  also  have  been  the  proceedings  against  freedom  of 
dncuision;  but  setting  Mide  these  blemishes — and  large  blots  they 
we  consider  the  existing  Administration  as  the  beat  of  our 
bmej  ami  in  according  that  very  moderate  relative  praise,  we 
only  rate  it  as  the  jeast  bad  of  tbe  long  series  of  mis-governments. 
JJow  the  people  acquire  their  just  influence  in  the  Councils  of  the 
ai^n,  we  can  reckon  on  no  material  improvement  in  the  conduct 
Administrations.  Indeed,  the  Government  is  but  a  stalking-horse, 
0  er  cover  of  which  Parliament  reaches  its  prey,  and  the  dis- 
nestles  of  the  means  of  power  are  necessary  causes  of  the  dishonest

And  who  are  the  men  who  are  now 
so  angrily  sympathelic  with  popular  distress — whose  hearts  are  bleed¬ 
ing  at  the  thought  of  misery — whose  voices  are  raised  in  indignalioB 
at  the  picture  of  unrelieved  woe  ? — Who,  we  say, are  these  tender  soulsf 
Eldon,  the  Pluto  who  for  years  presided  over  the  tormented  toiils  In 
Chancery,  and  beheld  long-wasting  distress,  and  that  hope  deferred 
which  maketh  the  heart  sick,  ‘‘with  a  sleek  composure,'  and  without' 
any  perception  of  the  fitness  pf  legislative  or  any  other  remedy  for' 
those  cruel  forms  of  suffering.  '  Newcastle  too  sympathizes  with  thel 
miseries  of  the  people — he,  .thk  jbst',’  the  gentle  Duke,  who  cast  hitf 
tenants  from*  their  homes,  because  they  thwarted  his  wHI,  and  exer¬ 
cised  their  privileges  in  accdhlance  with  their  consciences!  Out  upon^ 
the  hypocrisies!  * 

We  would  resist  the  misdirection  of  the  popular  resentmeiit<^it  is 
not  against  Administrations — mere  expressions  of  corrupiioff^that  the' 
wrath  of  the  nation  should  be  levelled.  The  root  of  the  evil  it  in  the* 
corruptness  of  Parliament,  and  until  the  Commons  House  is  refotmedi 
no  Minister  can  honestly  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  country.  The' 
progress  of  things  will  be  this:  Each  Administration  that  succeeds* 
will  be  weaker  than  its  predecessor,  and  the  tenure  of  power  will  at 
last  become  so  feeble,  so  painful,  and  uncertain,  that  no  man  of  cha-' 
racter  or  easy  station  will  undertake  tbe  charge.  The  popular  power' 
will  then  be  caHed  in  to  redress  tbe  disorder,  and  invigorate  the  state.'

Ht  procffded  to  tty,  that  “  There  wei  no  net  in  Parliament  now, 
eieept  that  men  might  epeak  in  the  Uooae  of  Commons  what,  imth 
the  preient  ArroEf iT'Caa EEfL,  they  dared  not  speak  out  of  it.** 
An^'ensperated  the  dental  of  eoooorojr,  Mr  Huifi  went  on  to 
ffprem  his  hope  for  an  omon  of  action  and  eo-operatioq  on  the  part 
df  me  people,  whose  pressnre  shoold  compel  the  dofemment  to  yield 
to  just  demands.  This  gare  Master  Blihl  an  opportunity  of  parmd> 
iag  his  firtoons  indignation,  and  the  Home  Secretary,  in  repiff  ex- 
dwsD^  against  the  enormous  meanness  of  ef  citing  rebellion  from  a 
plaef  of  protection  to  the  instigator.  When  Mr  Peat  launch^  into 
this  tirade,  he  was  perfectly  aware  that  there  is  not  a  man  in  the 
Mooft  of  Commons  less  cMrgeable  with  intemperance,  or  less  likely 
lO  ftimnlate  or  approve  rtolenoe,  than  Mr  Hunt ;  and  the  Minister 
wtt^  his  Coostitotiooal  disengennoosoess  seticd  on  unguarded  expret- 
fiotpi,  for  the  oonstmetioo  ^  a  eba^e  which  he  well  knew  had  no 
fonndapOQ  in  instioe.  If,  howerer,  it  was  unworthy  of  Mr  Hums  to 
lodia  the  people  to  rioleooe  from  a  place  of  safety,  we  ask,  what  it 
Hlf  moral  character  of  taking  tlie  privileges  of  Parliament  with  the 
public  purse  T  la  a  potitioo  of  perfect  safety,  of  complete  irresponsi- 
mlity,  we  see  the  Honourable  Oentlemen  thrusting  their  bands  into 
the  pockets  of  the  people,  who  have  no  power  of  resistance,  and 
whose  means  are  pitiably  at  mercy.  Should  not  the  conscious  impu- 
B^y  in  this  instance,  as  well  as  in  the  other,  gite  a  doubly  odious  dye 
to  the  abuse  of  the  advantage!  Mr  Peil  tees  nothing  amim  in  cheer- 
tog  OB  luajorities  against  the  public  purse,  though  such  majorities  are 
BceooBtable  to  no  power  for  breach  of  trust ;  but  be  perceives  a  frighu 
ml  crime  ip  suggesting  to  the  people,  from  the  same  vantage  ground 
pf  impunity,  a  violent  resistance  of  privileged  depredation.  A  safe 
•bare  iq  spoUatioo  appears  to  us  not  more  creditable  than  a  safe 
fastigitioB  to  violence.  But  violence  Mr  Hume  never  meant  to 
lecomatood :  be  but  alluded  to  it  in  a  warning,  and,  aa  we  think,  even 
there  unthinkingly,  for  the  popular  cause  will  owe  its  success  to  no 
force  but  the  mory  force.  Cat^Uc  Emancipation  it  the  example  of 
the  difficulties,  slow  advances,  and  ultimate  triumph  of  all  other 
rtforma,

titude  of  patriots,  whose  desertion  from  the  cause  of  economy  Mr

I  npe^^  IS  foiriy  .woi|ed.‘  Vjjk  sh^  question  is,  whether  the 
r  objaot  of  Government » the  pnit  » the  King  and  Aristoeraev;  if 
it  is  prudent  to  make  the  House  of  Commons  an  assembly  subeervin^ 
to  the  Aristocracy  and  a  dependency  on  the  Lords ;  but  it  would 
»  more  honest  to  abolish  the  Lower  House  altogether,  and  to  leave 
I  Legblation  entirely  to  the  will  of  the  Peers.  On  this  hypothesis,  ou 
'  mixed  Government  is  intended — if  is  q  sheer  Oligard^,  a  Goveromeot 
of  the  fevv  for  the  intents  of  tl^  few. 

.  Mr  Pigi.  indeed  admits  as  mudb,  in  the  position  that  the  demo- 
enuie  principle  would  clash  with  the  oligarchical  power;  or  in  other 
words,  that  the  interests  of  t^e  People,  if  allowed  their  infiueooe, 
would  interfere  with  the  obje^  of  ffie  Aristocrecy.  * 

If,  on  the  other  hand]^  it  is  admitt^  that  Government  is  p  trust  for 
the  l^nefit  of  the  many,  a  power  emanating  Aom  ihe  people  roust  be 
admitted  to  be  necessary  to  securing  the  object  proposed.  The  second 
objection  against  Reform  is,  that  the  people  are  prone  to  war,  and 
the  example  is  the  popular  approval  of  the  American  war.  This  article 
of  impeach ment  reminds  one  of  the  quarrel  between  the  wolf  and  the 
lamb,  against  whose  grandfather  ceruin  violent  outrages  were  alleged. 
It  is  ha^  to  say  what  the  sentiments  of  the  community  have  been  on 
any  subject,  as  there  has  never  been  any  meant  of  taking  them  with 
an  approach  to  accuracy.  Mr  Pebl  instanced  votes  of  tl^  House  of 
Commons  in  proof  of  the  popular  approval  of  'the  war;  but  as  the 
House  is  not  pretended  to  represent  the  people,  we  do  not  see  how 
its  votes  can  ^  instanced  as  evidence  of  ^heir  opinions.  The  people 
may,  however,  have  been  in  error  on  the  American  war  and  .the  war 
with  Revolutionary  France;  but  the  people  of  that  day  are  not  the 
people  of  this  date  of  experience,  or  liable  to  the  same  delusions. 
This  too  if  to  be  observed,  that  if  the  people  are  prone  to  war,  they 
are  not  prone  %o  war  expenses  in  tiroes  of  profound  peace ;  and  the 
single  great  democracy  of  the  world  does  not  present  the  example 
of  a  State  rushing  wantonly  or  unwisely  into  hostilities.  What 
Mr  Bbvth  AM  observes  with  relation  to  another  objection,  is  applicable 
in  the  general  to  this  question : —  * 

*  But  I  have  not  that  hoirror  of  the  people.  I  do  not  see  in  them  that 
Mvage  moneter  which  their  detractors  dream  of.  *The  injustice  of  the 
Athenians,  had  they  been  ten  times  as  frequent  as  they  were,  would  not, 
in  ny  view  of  things,  be  much  to  the  present  purpose.  Hsd  the  Aiheoianv 
representative  bodies  }  Had  they  the  light  of  two  thousand  years  ef  his* 
tory  to  guide  them,  or  the  art  of  printiog  to  diffuse  it  ?  Wbea  the  Athe¬ 
nians  were  cruel  and  unjust,  were  the  Dionysius*#  and  the  Artaxerxes's 
less  so  I  In  the  people,  injustice  has  at  least  bren  followed  by  repent, 
ance:  actin|^  in  bodies,  and  especially  under  the  yfil  of  seeresy,  they  hare 
not  that  pride  which  keept  sseti  from  groipimg  better;  a  despot,  when 
he  has  injured  a  man,  bates  him  but  the  more.  As  little  would  my  notion 
of  the  probable  eonduet  of  the  people,  that  is,  of  select  meo  chosen  by 
select  men,  in  the  exercise  of  an  unquestioned  right  in  quiet  times,  be  taken 
*from  the  conduct  of  a  few  unknown  individuals  among  a  vast  multitude,  in 
ike  heat  of  a  revolutiou  brought  on  by  excaas  of  despotism.* 

Mr  Pbbl  made  much  of  the  inatance  of  Georgia,  wbicii  has 
awarded  punishments  to  persons  instructing  slaves  in  reading  and 
writing.  On  precisely  the  same  principle,  worshipful  persoM  in  this 
country  would  oppose  the  education  of  the  working  classes ;  and  the 
Attorn by-Gevibal  will  inform  us,  that  there  are  penalties  for 
writing  truths,  which  the  policy  of  misrule  would  forbid  slaves  lo  read. 
Vile  as  is  the  enactment  of  the  Slave  State,  it  may  be  questionable 
whether  it  is  crueller  to  forbid  persons  instruction,  or,  allowing 
instruction,  to  hold  forth  terrors  to  prevent  their  having  knowledge  of 
truths  most  important  to  their  welfare. 

In  all  the  discussions  on  Reform,  the  defenders  of  abuses  talk  u  if 
tha  country  were  sufficiently  well  satisfied  with  the  House  u  it  ii 
constituted. 

I  Fielding  remarks  of  certain  worthies— 

*  It  may  appear  strange  to  some  readers,  that  there  gentlemen,  who  knew 

each  other  to  be  thieves,  should  never  ouce  give  the  least  bint  of  tbi« 
knowledge  in  all  their diseoorse  together;  but,oa  Iheeontrary,  should  have 
the  words  honesty,  honour,  and  friendship,  as  often  in  their  mouths  sa  soy 
(Hher  men.^  ^  appear  strsage  to  some;  hut  those  who  have 

lived  long  in  cities,  courts,  gaols,  or  such  places,  will,  perhaps,  be  able  to

wroog  I  and  he  tnought  it  would  be  expedient  to  have  ao  account  Igid 
belbre  their  Lordshipi  of  the  number  of  appeals  which  bad  proceeded 
from  the  Welch  Courts  of  Equitv.  How  many  appeals  did  their  Lord* 
•hipx xoppoae there  had  been  in  the  course  of  tWenty.five  years?  He

years  since,  but  he  recollected  but  one  appesi  during  that  time,  and 
that  wM  affirmed.

A  ptmphlet,  under  thix  title,  by  Jkrxmt  BxiiTaAM,  hat  just 
appeared :  it  is  addressed  to  **  The  Honest  and  Afflicted  among 
l^uity  Suitors;*’  and  contains  a  plan  for  the  speedy  and  unexpensive 
termination  of  the  Suits  now  depending  in  ^uity  Courts,  with  the 
form  of  a  Petition,  and  some  account  of  a  propamd  Bill  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  Like  most  of  the  works  of  its  great  and  good  Author,  it  is  all 
matter,  and  that  so  condensed  as  scarce  to  allow  of  any  abridgment. 
We  shall  however  attempt  a  short  notice  of  it. 

Instead  of  the  present  most  tedious  and  expensive  proceedings  in 
Equity  (qu.  Iniquity)  Courts,  the  Author  propmes  the  establishment 
of  a  Court  which  shall  act  by  summary  procedure ;  as  in  Courts 
of  Request,  Bankruptcy-Commiuiouers,  Courts-Martial,  and  Com¬ 
mittees  of  either  House  of  Parliament  (p.  3).  The  JudM  of  this 
Court  to  be  chosen,  as  in  that  of  an  Arbitration  Court,  by  the  suitors, 
who  shall  vote  by  ballot — the  appointment  being  however  sulyect  to 
the  Royal  negative — such  Judge  to  have  power  to  examine  in  a  sum¬ 
mary  way  the  Solicitors  and  Parties  in  the  suits;  so  as  to  come  as 
soon  as  possible  to  the  precise  points  and  merits  of  each  case.  It  is 
not  proposed  that  this  Dispatch  Court  shall  take  cognisance  of  all  the 
Pending  Suits,  but  of  such  only  as  a  party  or  parties  interested  shall 
petition  to  have  brought  before  it,  and  as  the  Judge  shall  upon  preli¬ 
minary  inquiry  consider  suitable  for  his  decision  within  tm  period 
(three  years)  to  which  it  is  proposed  at  present  to  limit  the  existence 
of  the  Court. 

To  establish  the  Dispatch  Court,  an  Act  of  Parliament  will  be 
necessary;  and  the  Author  has  prepared  a  Bill  for  the  purpose — 
found  a  Member  adequate  to  the  task  of  nuwing  for  it— and  seciireti 
.for  it  able  supporters  in  the  House  (p.  10).  **  This  Member,  of  the  hrst 
rate  for  talents  and  influence,  stands  pledged  for  rendering  this  ser^ 
vice:  no  sessions — no  day  will  be  wasted**  (p.  14).  The  ground  of 
the  application  for  this  Bill,  is  the  petition  of  parties  interested  in 
Pending  Suits ;  and  as  the  solicitors  and  lawyers  employed  in  such 
suits  will  naturally,  if  not  necessarily,  be  hostile  to  the  establishment 
of  a  Court  which  will  take  emolument  out  of  their  hands,  and  there¬ 
fore  hostile  to  the  parties  who  shall  petition  for  such  Court,  the 
Author  points  out  the  method  (pp.  10  to  14)  by  which  the  suitors  can 
petition  without  risk  of  discovery,  in  the  event  of  the  Act  not  being 
passed.  The  information  required  from  petitioning  parties,  the  heads 
under  which  it  should  be  given,  with  directions  for  its  communica¬ 
tion,  are  set  forth  in  pages  64—60.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  Petition 
may  be  obtained  on  application,  by  letter  marked  outside,  **On  the 
Dispatch  Court,^*  addressed  to  the  Author,  JaafiMV  Bivtham,  at 
the  Westminster  Review  Office,  No.  3  Wellington  street.  Strand ; 
where  also  the  pamphlet  is  published. 

Although  it  is  now  proposed  to  constitute  the  Court  for  only  three 
years,  yet  in  case  it  shall  be,  as  there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt,  fountl 
productive  of  great  benefit,  it  wilt  be  for  the  legislature  to  render  it 
perpetual.  This  will  be  an  excellent  preparative  for  the  revival  of 
the  all-comprehensive  system  of  Local  Judicatories. 

It  is  an  important  feature  in  this  proposal,  and  one  upon  which  too 
great  streu  cannot  be  laid,  that  the  suits  in  the  Diipatch  Court  are 
to  come  00  iu  the  order  in  which  the  petitions  shall  be  lodged— 4bua, 
he  who  petitions  on  Monday,  must  have  his  suit  heard  ^fore  him 
who  petitions  on  Tuesday. 

We  recommend— earnestly  recommend— every  komU  and  rnffikied 
suitor,  in  either  of  the  Courts  of  Equity,  not  to  lose  one  hour,  one 
moment,  in  making  the  necessary  application  for  the  Petition;  let 
him  read  it  to  his  wife — to  bis  neighbors — May  he  hail  this  proposal 
as  the  good  tidings.’*  Away  with  despair—**  Dispatch  I  Dis^ 
patch  11”  he  your  word,  ye  honest  aud  afflicted  suitors.

The  creation  of  local  jurisdictions  is  absolutely  essential  to  any  sub- 
lUntial  improvement  in  the  Administration  of  Justice,  and  yet  it  is 
intended  to  sbolifh  the  few  provincial  courts  which  at  present  exist. 
The  Welch  Judges  have  been  for  the  most  part  functionaries  of  very 
doubtful  qualifications : — granted  |  but  where  lies  the  blame,  but  with 
the  Government,  which  depraye*  the  office  for  Parliamentary  objects, 
tod  makes  the  defect  it  has  created  a  reason  for  doing  away  with  the 
whole  system!  The  scheme  of  porruption  in  this  country  would  turn 
everything  to  job.  If  Heaven  were  within  the  reach  of  Ministerial 
management,  the  arch-angels  would  be  creatures  of  boroughs.

Lord  Baxtar  presented  a  peiition,  numerously  signed,  from  the  Jews, 
Uritish'bora  subjects,  praying  to  be  admitted  to  tbe  privileges  allowed  to 
all  other  eUsscs  of  bis  Majesty's  people ; — a  prayer  which  Lord  Bexley 
h>ped  would  be  granted. 

STATE  bF  TBB  VATIOV. 

Jjord  Stamnopb  entered  at  some  length  into  tbe  internal  slate  of  tbe 
nation,  and  urged  the  necessity  of  an  immediate  inquiry,  as  no  man  could 
coutemplaie  ita  eoadilioo  without  dismay  and  horror,  sneh  was  the  general 
suffering,  (//rar,  Aear  /)  The  agriealtnrist  could  not  pay  rent  from  hit 
proila,  but  irSm  hia  capital  only ;  a  atate  of  things  ihit  could  not  long  con- 
tiuus.  In  many  places  rents  bad  been  redut^  50  per  cent,  bdt  such 
rc<lueliocis  wsrs  of  no  benefit  to  the  consumers.  (Laughter,)  The  poor- 
rates  had  Increased  to  aa  incredible  amount.  In  the  fertile  vale  of  Aytes- 
iNiry  they  had  reached  the  proportion  of  SOr.  on  erery  acre ;  and  lie  knew 
of  a  |iariah  in  Huasex  where  tbe  whole  proceeda  of  the  land  were  Iniuffl- 
(*ieiit  to  maintain  tbe  poor.  The  landed  proprietors  now  held  their  pro¬ 
perty  as  Iroslees  for  the  paupers,  who  were  nevertheless  wretchedly  sup- 
|iori^,  and  were  degradt^  to  the  condition  bf  beasta  of  burthen,  being 
yoked,  in  fart,  Kk«  ealfle,  to  draw  loads  for  their  task-masters.  Was  this 
a  state  of  things  that  could  bng  bo  endured  f  Waa  this  the  eondiiion  of 
a  people  who  once  boasted  of  the  blessings  of  their  glorious  Constitution, 
and  looked  with  an  eye  of  compaasion  Upon  the  state  of  their  neighbours  f 
{Hear,  heat!)  The  distress  in  the  manufacturing  districta  was  cqnally 
lM*art* reading —thonsands  were  seeking  employment  for  %d,  a  day,  and 
Uius  dragging  on  a  miserable  existence,  while  their  employers  obtained 
latks  or  no  remuneration  for  the  uie  of  their  capital.  All  this  distress 
ooiild  not  have  arisen  from  the  maehioery  and  the  use  of  steam ;  for  ma- 
ohinary  had  been  employed  for  years.  Trade  was  carried  on  at  a  lots : 
the  West  India  cotoaisie  and  the  abip-owoert  wore  crippled  heavy 
duties  and  impolitic  reslrietions,  and  the  retail  dealers  were  greatly  dis¬ 
tressed,  particnlariy  those  in  the  country.  All  classes  were  suffering, 
oxrtpl  iho  fundholders  and  large  eapitalists,  who  were  thriving  upon  the 
miiJoitunus  of  others,  amid  ruin  and  desolation.  (Hear,  hear  /)  But  the 
fanilhoMers  themselves  would  be  injured,  bocUufih  the  fieeurlty  of  their 
iiMwmUs  was  dimiolshed  by  tbe  falling-dff  in  the  revenue.  The  situation 
of  the  country  was  mors  perilous  than  sveo  at  thC  time  of  the  Preuch  revolu- 
tioa,  for  ihek  the  amss  of  the  ponulatioo  waC  ha|my  and  prosperous.  Their 
Lordships  worn  thorofott  bound  to  iostituto  aa  iaquiry  iato  the  causes 
which  had  produeod  sneh  a  state  of  things,  for  the  people  would  not,  and 
aughl  aui«  Ip  rtauuB  patient,  if  no  attempt  was  made  for  their  relief  Minlt- 
tinrs  evldopily  had  ao  remedy  to  propoee;  the  Ivhole  Houeei,  ia  a  Commit¬ 
tee,  therefero,  should  eater  ii|>oa  tbe  aeeeeeary  iaveet^tion,  fbr  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  eufgeettaf  reuMdies.^  Per  himself,  he  did  not  dsepsir  of  relief 
heieg  found.  If  properly  eougbt  for ;  but  the  aation  wa«  adveneing  to  bank¬ 
ruptcy,  and  they  were  Ihreateaed  with  a  total  dissolution  of  the  b^y  polltle 
—iaquiry  iherefbra  was  a  rital  duly.  His  Lordship  eoaeltided  by  mbving, 
^  That  lha  whole  House  should  resolve  itself  into  a  Commitiha,  to  taka  Iato 
eaaeideraiioa  lha  hiteraaj  etala  af  the  oouatry.'* 

Lord  UonaaicM  admitted  Ihel  the  dbtreeeke  af  tha  couhtry  vkbra  gaaeral 
tod  itvara,  lha  aonsaqaanca,  ha  thought,  of  that  ariifioiat  state  of  things 
in  which  it  had  boon  plaosd  for  twsniy-iva  years,  and  tha  vevnisioa  af 
which  it  law  so  savsrsly  fell.  This  had  baaasioned  tbe  depreciation  of 
prices.  Tima  lha  aacaasary  vheara  la  aash  paymaats  bad  caused  a  prat- 
sure  upaa  lha  people,  which  had  aat  yat  ceaM  i  mad  ha  thought  that  tha 
aurreaey  waa  iMuAeiaat  ia  aaMiunt :  it  aag hi  to  tw  full;  thoogh  aot  okur- 
lew|bf.

istive  control.  (MeOr,  and  laughter.)  To  find  khe  diktib'Ss  of  the  conotry 
disposed  of  in  this  sweeping  way  was  enough  to  break  the  heart  of  any 
Englishman.  (CheM,)  Now  was  the  trme  for  inquiry,  when  the  people 
ware  goaded  by  certain  pbrsoni  to  ubdatifuloCss,  and  when  even  moderate 
relief  would  be  favour^ly  received.  Tha  Speech  alluded  to  other 
causes**  for  the  prevailing  distresses,  and  it  was  the  duty  of  House  la 
investigate  them— to  know  what  they  were,  in  order  to  administer  some 
alleriation. 

,  The  Duke  of  Wbllinoton  said,  that  they  all  had  but  one  ofageet,  ihst 
of  alieviatiog  the  distresses  of  tbe  country;  but  when  inquiry  was  called 
for,  it  was  customary  to  name  tbe  measures  intended  to  be  proposed.  Tlie 
Corn  Laws  could  not  be  repealed  without  injury  to  the  nation ;  they  had 
prevented  a  rise  in  the  price  of  grain,  and  had  given  some  degree  of  profit 
to  the  agriculturist;  and  the  prices  obtained  for  meat,  timber,  Ac.  were 
equal  to  what  they  were  when  the  amount  of  tales  was  heaviest.  No, 
no.**)  It  was  true ;  and  the  amount  of  tbe  manufactures  was  now  larger 
than  ever ;  but  tbe  great  competition  made  tbe  wages  of  labour  extrenidy 
low.  The  taxes  could  not  be  repealed  lo  lha  extent  wished  without  injur¬ 
ing  the  resources  of  the  country.  In  1814,  nil  the  world  waS  filled  with 
armies— since  then,  all  the  world  had  become  manufacturers,  and  a  great 
fall  of  prices  was  tbe  natural  consequence  of  this  change  in  the  state  of 
affairs.  These  were  things  beyond  the  control  of  Parliament,  as  had  beea 
alluded  to  in  the  Royal  Speech.  The  appointment  of  a  .Committee  of  In¬ 
quiry  could  not  alter  the  |>rices  of  comm^ities.  Qovernment  were  most 
anxious  to  reduce  expenses  as  much  as  possible,  and  to  decrease  tbe  pub¬ 
lic  burthens.  The  shipping  interest  was  not  suffering;  the  tonnage  was 
increasing,  though  the  profit  was  not  so  large  aa  formerly.  The  disiresi 
was  great,  but  it  ought  not  to  be  exaggerated  in  the  way  it  was.  Aa 
increased  produce  from  reduced  taxes  was  not  a  proof  of  an  extremity  of 
distress.  Buildings  were  riving  in  all  parts,  tbe  condition  of  the  Saving 
Banks  was  improving,  and  the  traflic  on  roads  and  canals  was  increasing. 
He  was  convinced  that,  in  spite  of  the  distress,  the  country  was  in  progress 
to  an  improved  state  of  things.  The  House  should  call  for  all  necessary 
documents  on  the  subject,  and  consider  it  well;  but  lo  agree  to  the  motion 
would  be  only  making  a  turn  againtt  the  existing  Administratioa. 

Lord  Salisbuey  could  not  see  that  any  good  would  arise  from  the 
proposed  Committee.  ^ 

Lord  Raonoe  contended  that  both  meat  and  limber  had  greatly  fallen 
in  price,  as  well  as  chsese,  and  tbe  agricultural  inteirest  had  E  right  to 
call  for  inquiry.  The  Nohle  Duke  tmth  admitted  and  denied  the  distress. 
It  was  however  indescribable,  and  a  feeling  was  generating  ikhieh  threat¬ 
ened  the  destruction  of  society.  (' Hear^  hear  I)  There  was  nothing  but 
dissatisfaction  and  estrangement  among  all  classes.  It  was  therefore  the 
duty  of  the  House  to  inquire  into  tliese  things.  All  their  Miseries  had 
been  caused  by  lamperiog  with  the  currency;  but  they  would  not  be  cored 
by  further  tamperings.  He  hoped  that  the  metallib  currency  kvould  be 
rtiainlained  ;  it  waa  that  which  gave  the  labourer  security  for  hl4  wages, 
assured  the  rich  man  in  his  property,  and  regulated  all  the  iutereaii  of  the 
country.  He  cordially  support^  the  motion  for  inquiry. 

Lord  Lancdown  Whs  of  oplbioo,  t^at  luch  hd  lOquiri  na  that  |}rtiiiosed 
would  produce  no  beneficial  result ;  Otherwise  he  would  vote  for  it.  It 
would  only  produce  oonftision  and  eiclte  onfbunded  expectation.  There 
were  however  many  subjeeU  that  cAlled  for  a  patient  examinhtlon.  The 
laboring  elahsec  most  be  rdieed  fWim  their  present  painful  eonditSbh,  or 
the  country  could  Oot  pros|ier.  The  aeeumuUftoD  of  debt  wie  the  great 
cause  of  alt  the  sUflhrtng,— accumulated  in  epite  oIT  evei^  remoostranee 
aud  waraiug.  A  remissluu  of  takhtlon  therefbiro  w|a  essential ;  find  he 
was  satisfied  that  every  tax  which  wae  removed  would  cbhiribule  to  a 
return  to  proeperiiy,  and  even  asllst  to  raise  the  raven ne,  b^  eAtooding 
eonaumption.  Experienee  had  pN>Ved  this.  In  the  eiae  of  Pj^UCh  irines ; 
end  the  beoefleial  effecta  of  reduction  would  be  much  greAtek  uboh  krticles 
Of  neeesiity.  The  dutieo  ou  hops,  leaiA^,  and  sugar,  should  do  reducsd, 
at  well  aa  ou  other  eommodltlet,  Ikhieh  wokld  add  to  the  eoAfotlt  of  Ik# 
poor  and  give  spirit  to  eommeieill  edterprUe.

DISABILITIES  TBS  JEWS. 

Mr  R«  Grant  presented  a  Petition  fmm  the  Jews  of  the  Metropolis, 
prsjing  to  be  relieved  from  the  disabilities  which  the  law  at  present 
imposed  upon  them.  The  petition  was  signed  by  597  persons,  including 
not  only  sll  the  Jews  of  station  and  influence,  but  also  the  substantial 
tradesmen  of  that  perseasion,  in  or  near  London.  They  pointed  out,  that 
befort  the  Act  for  the  Relief  of  Protestant  Oisseotera,  they  enjoyed  ilie 
benehtof  the  Annual  Indemnity  Aot|  but  that  the  same  measure  which 
•(forded  permanent  security  to  other  Dissenters  deprived  the  Jews  of 
their  annual  prolectiou.  The  Hon.  Member  eulogised  the  Jewieh  body, 
eboee  number  be  eetimeied  at  SOfiOO  in  the  United  Kingdom,  at  eminently 
pescesbie,  loyal,  industrioue,  and  ueeful  subjeote he  remarked  upon 
the  singular  patience  with  which  they  had  borne  the  horrible  cruelties  of 
our  ancestors,  sad  the  obloquy  and  insult  of  leas  barbarous  times  i— 
and  he  concluded  by  hoping  that  England,  which  had  heaped  injuriee 
upon  this  persecuted  race,  with  eatrema  prodigality,  would  not  be  nig- 1 
gardly  in  her  reparatkm.  ,  I 

Mr  Waao  bore  teetimony  to  the  worth  and  honour  of  the  petitionere; 
and  though  be  bad  oppoeed  the  eoooeecioo  to  the  Catholics,  he  oould  see 
DO  poasible  danger  in  granting  the  prayer  of  the  Jews. 

i)ir  RoBsaT  iNaus  reminded  the  Houee  that  he  had  last  eeeeion  pre¬ 
dicted,  that  in  another  year  they  would  separate  Chriaiiaiiity  itself  troro 
the  legislature.  {Coughing.)  The  adroiaaion  of  the  Jews  to  Pariiameot 
and  public  offioee  would  separate  the  last  lurk  which  boand  religion  to 
the  legisisture.  The  Jews  were  small  in  nuuiber,  but  by  actiog  together, 
they  might  do  great  aervioes  ov  formidable  injuries  to  the  country. 
Liicro^ment  was  prooeeduig  with  rapid  strides  |  and  ou  that  principle 
he  resisted  the  claim  of  the  Jewe.  ,

penalties  of  the  law,  has  excited  them  to  such  a  fruitless,  hopeless,  and

Cofouel  Davisa  observed,  that  if  a  total  loss  of  tamper  were  any  proof 
•of  baviug  the  worst  of  an  arguoient,  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  bad 
certainly  suAoieotly  exposed  the  weakness  of  bis  case. 

Sir  H.  Hatoiuux  maintained  that  economy  had  been  consulted  in  the 
eelimalaa,  and  spedfied  various  reductions  in  the  pay  of  the  Staff,  in  the 
Medicines,  the  Military  College,  Ac.  amounting  in  all  to  about  SOO^OOOI. 
.leas than  in  1899. 

Lord  Altbobp  and  Mr  Moxa  denied  the  alleged  necessity  of  keeping 
the  Army  in  what  was  called  its  **  high  stale  of  cflicieDcy,'*  the  cost  of 
wbicb  exhauated  the  chief  resources  of  tlie  country. 

Mr  Hums  said  that  the  Secretary  at  War  had  done  anything  but 
UMwer  his  speech.

The  Committee  divided — For  Mr  Hume’s  amendment,  97— Against  it, 
159.— Majority  in  favour  of  the  original  resolution,  139.  ’ 

Various  smaller  votes  were  resist^  by  Mr  llunm  and  other  Members ; 
and  discussions  ensued,  which  terminated  in  divisions  of  a  similar  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  above,  fn  allusion  lo  the  costliness  of  our  Colonial  Estab- 
lishmenta.  Col.  Davies  remarked,  that  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  under  the 
Dutch  Government,  paid  all  iu  own  expencea ;  but  the  moment  we  look 
poasession  of  it,  the  expences  commenced. 

In  contending  for  the  abolition  of  the  situation  of  Paymaster  of  llie 
Forces,  51r  Hume  observed,  that  Mr  Calcraft,  who  at  present  held  the 
office,  bad  in  1891,  when  he  was  on  the  opposition  aide  of  the  House, 
voted  for  its  reduction.  Mr  Calcraft  at  first  flatly  denied  this  statement,  but 
afterwards  admitted  that  the  office  might  have  been  included  in  a 
**  lumping  motion"  of  the  Member  for  Montrose,  for  which  he  bad  voted 
in  1821.  Some  discussion  was  excited  by  a  vote  of  60,6191.  for  tlie 
Yeomanry  force,  which  Mr  Hume  argued  was  the  worst  that  could  be 
employed  in  cases  of  popular  commotion,  and  useless  for  other  purposes. 
He  proposed  that  it  should  either  be  abandoned  er  made  to  support  itself. 
A  large  majority  however  carried  the  grant. 

I  GAME  LAWS. 

The  Marquis  of  Chawdos  introduced  a  bill  to  amend  the  Game  Laws. 
One  of  its  provisions  was,  that  any  occupier  of  a  number  of  contiguous 
acres  should  be  allowed  lo  sport  over  them,  on  obtaining  the  permission  of 
his  landlord.  It  permitted  the  sale  of  game,  under  the  restrictions  sug¬ 
gested  by  the  present  Secretary  lo  the  Board  of  Control.

A  petition  was  presented  from  several  of  the  Clergy  of  Shropshire, 
which  stated  that  the  poor  were  prevented  from  attending  to  their  reli¬ 
gious  duties,  as  they  were  unable  to  supply  themselves  with  decent 
clothing  !— Ordered  to  be  printed.— Petitions  were  also  presented  against 
the  East  India  Monopoly,  for  the  repeal  of  the  Malt  and  Hopf  duties,  Ac. 

Mr  Robikson  gave  notice  of  a  motion  for  the  reduction  of  various 
duties,  the  entire  repeal  of  the  Assessed  Taxes,  and  for  substituting  in 
their  room  an  equitable  Property  Tax. 

After  some  remarks  by  Mr  R.  Colborne,  the  Crancbllor  of  the 
Excheqobr  said,  that  it  was  his  intention  to  move  for  a  Select  Commit¬ 
tee,  lo  consider  the  existing  state  of  the  Licensing  System,  with  a  view  of 
ascertaining  how  far  the  allowing  a  free  sale  of  beer  was  consistent  with 
the  morals  of  the  people.  (Hear,  hear!) 

WEST  IVDIA  TRADE,  Ac. 

The  Marquis  of  Chaxoos  presented  a  petition  from  certain  West  India 
merchants  and  planters,  praying  for  a  reduction  of  the  duties  on  Sugar 
and  Rum,  the  prices  of  which  were  now  ruinously  low.  He  calM 
upon  Ministers  lo  put  down  the  infamous  traffic  in  Slaves  now  carried 
on  by  France,  Spain,  and  Brazil. 

Mr  Bernal  called  upon  Ministers  to  say  whether  the  West  India 
planters  were  or  were  not  entitled  to  relief? 

The  Obancbllor  of  the  Exchequer  said,  that  he  was  not  one  of  thorn 
who  weke  insensible  to  the  value  of  the  Colonies ;  but,  though  he  sympa¬ 
thised  with  them  in  the  distress  under  which  they  laboured,  he  could 
not  at  present  give  any  information  in  regard  to  a  reduction  of  the  duties 
oo  West  India  produce. 

Mr  HoMBofa^rved,  that  tha  duties  on  sugar  from  both  the  East  and 
West  Indies  ought  to  Im  reduced,  the  trade  made  as  free  as  possible,  and 
the  Colonists  be  allowed  lo  send  their  produce  to  any  place  they  pleased. 
Our  absurd  regulations  were  most  injurious  to  all  parties. 

The  peUtion  was  ordered  to  lie  oa  the  table. 

Mr  Brougham  put  a  question  respecting  the  admission  of  Slave  eyi* 
denee  in  the  Colonies — to  which  Sir  G.  Murrat  replied,  that  it  was  still 
the  intention  of  Government  to  introduce  a  measure  for  the  improvement 
of  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  Colonies,  of  which  the  admissiou  of 
Slave  evidence  would  form  a  part. 

REPREtEMTATIOH  OF  MAHCHESTER,  DIRMIVGHAM,  AVD  LEEDS. 

Lord  J.  Russell  presented  a  petition  from  Sheffield,  praying  that  tiie 
elective  franchise  should  be  extended  to  their  populous  town,  and  to 
other  wealthy  and  intelligeat  placet,  now  unrepresented.— The  pethioa 
was  supported  by  Mr  Marshall  and  Mr  S.  Wortley,  aad  was  ordered  to 
be  printed.— After  which,  f^rd  J,  Russell  proceeded  to  make  his  mo8oa 
for  leave  lo  bring  in  a  Bill  to  enable  the  towns  of  Manchester,  BirmiHg- 
ham,  and  Leeds,  lo  send  Representatives  to  Parliament.  His  Lordsliip 
observed ,  that  taxation  as  well  as  time  was  a  great  innovatpr,  and  that 
burthen  was  rIwi^s  borne  with  impatience  when  not  accompanied  bf 
representation.  The  House  had  already  recognised  the  principle  tl^ 
thoae  places  needed  representation.

The  accursed  African 
alave*lrade  had  been  condemned  by  the  public  voice  thirty  years  before 
Parliament  put  an  end  to  it,  (Hear,  heart)  The  reform  proposed  w«» 
no  innovation,  but  a  return  te  the  practice  of  former  times ;  and  he  called 
upon  the  House  not  to  be  led  awiy  by  the  question,  where  was  tliU  to 
end?  for  if  they  were,  all  improvement  wassfo|q>ed  at  once,  they  must 
be  for  ever  content  with  things  as  they  are,  a*td  never  see  abuses  reformed, 
or  improvements  of  any  kind.  But  he  hoped  better  things  from  the  pre* 
sent  Government,  and  conjured  it  in  seek  that  popularity  wliicli  was 
founded  on  the  performance  of  useful  acts,  such  as  the  adoption  of  thn 
measure  now  proposed  by  the  Noble  Lord.

An  advance  has  been  made  in  the  number  of  students 
iMendinr  the  general  daises  |  it  grelt  increase  has  taken  place  in  the 
M  dicsl  Classes  {  and  the  receipts  from  students'  foes  have  been  lar|^ly  j 
ioenteoled.  Notwithstanding  tho  publicily  that  has  been  given  by  es-  i 
trnMve  advertisements,  it  is  very  remarkable  how  little  more  than  the  j 
0^  rsi*ience  of  the  University  is  yet  known  tp  the  people  of  London, 
«veo  to  those  who  reside  in  its  vicinity  t  and  in  the  country  it  is  attll  leas 
kooeo*  When  the  pnblic  are  fully  aware  of  the  excellence  and  cheap- 
QMS  of  tbs  education  and  the  faoiKty  of  admUsion,  jhew  can  be  little 
doubt  that  such  advantages  will  not  be  neglected."— The  Chairman,  i 
Lord  Althorp,  eipressed  his  satisfaction  at  the  Report,  and  moved  that  it ! 
be  adopted;  which  motion  was  seconded  by  the  Member  for  Norwich,: 
Mr  W.  Smith,  who  regrmted  that  the  .University  was  no  so  extensively  I 
iopported  by  the  Dissenters  as  they  had  a  right  to  e&pect.— Mr  Fearoo  ! 
ntade  some  objections  to  the  system  pursued,  to  the  ettent  of  the  fees,  the 
high  fsUries  to  some  of  the  Officers,  the  preference  given  to  Church-of- 
Englsud-men  in  the  appointments,  and  to  the  Improper  use  aigde  of  the 
name  of  the  University  by  certain  of  its  Professors,  for  the  promotion  of 
their  own  theological  principles.  He  concluded  by  a  motion  for  a  revi¬ 
sion  of  the  system. — It  was  aimported  by  Colonel  Jones,  who  contended 
that  due  attention  was  not  paid  to  economy  ;  ,  that  .some  of  the  salaries,  | 
that  of  the  Warden  especially  (l,2O0f.  a  year),  were  much  too  high  ynd 
j  ths!  if  they  went  on  in  this  w4y,  the  University  would  become  bankrupt  ip  j 
I  ISSS.—CoIonel  L.  Stanliope  eulogized  the  system  of  education,  and  spoke 
of  the  Profesaora  as  eminent  for  tbeir  great  talents,^  but  he  glso  protested 
I  aeainst  the  er.ormous  salary  to  the  Warden,  wthch  took  the  interest  of 
40.000/.  in  the  three  per  cents,  to  pay  it. — Mr  Brougham  observed 
that  the  Council  hiid  Id  no  ireapect  departed  from  the  great  prin¬ 
ciple  which  was  the  borner-stone  of  the  Institution,— that  of  uniyer* 
sat  tolerance, — by  giving  ahv  partlouVar  form  of  religious  inatfuc- 
tioo  within  the  walls  of  the  UniVeraily.  Every  person  connected  with 
the  Institution  was  left  at  perfect  liberty  to  folfow  that  Which  was  ipoat 
eonsonant  to  hia  oWn  cphacientlou^  feelingk.  Certain  publications  Had 
beeo  issued  by  some  of  inc  Professors,  it  was  said,  which  wars  calculate^ 
to  compromise  the  sincerity  of  the  Univertity,  by  making'ii  appear  that 
such  publications  were  made  with  the  sanctioh  dfthe  Council.  The  title 
of  Professor  Dale's  book  might,  he  hdmittbd,  hdVe  misibd  some  people, 
sikI  ought  not  to  hive  been  given,  and  some  expressionk  in  it  should  no; 
hsva  bMn  used  |-.wnch  was  hik  own  individual  opinion  but  it  should  be 
remembered,  that  thk  Council  could  not  ekeroise  an  fnqui-itorisi  control 
over  its  Professors  for  s^at  they  did  out  of  the  University.  The  pros¬ 
pects  of  the  Institution  were  good  ;  Its  proeperily  increaeed  every  yesr. 
Till  salary  to  the  Warden,  who  was  a  moat  necessary  and  efficient  offlceri 
and  who  could  derive  BO  <kher  emolnmahti  had  bean  sanctioned  b^the 
proprietors ;  but  it  was  open  to  review,  if  tha  circumstances  of  the  Uni  ver- 
ttiy  rendered  it  neoessary.  Its  eatabliahment  had  already  given  rise  to

Sir  H.  Halvoro  or  Proprbctiro.— On  the  8th  instant,  tha  first 
Conversazione  of  the  usual  spring  series  waa  held  at  the  College  of  Fliy- 
aicianst  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice,  Esrla  Westmoreland  and  Stanhope,  the  Bishops  of  LlandafT  and 
Exeter,  and  other  noble  individuala  were  present.

the  future  it  revealed  to  him.  After  relating  the  case  of  a  yoong  man 
asen  by  himself.  Sir  Henry  proceeded  to  show  that  ali  mankind  have  eon- 
curred  in  the  belief  that  persons  are,  at  the  approach  of  death,  gifted 
with  Mfiemaf/oR.— Ha  quoted  passages  from  the  Bible,  from  Hasiod; 
Homer,  from  historians  and  poets,  whete  instances  of  f  Air  tpceiu  af  pm* 
phcey  are  recorded,  and  comparing  them  with  tha  descriptions  of  ArsiMus; 
and  AsfoWa  cspcriencct  decided  tnat  there  is  really  more  in  this  matter 
than  the  superficial  obaervar  ia  disposed  to  allow.— The  German  profesaoT 
in  Mathews*  **  Home  Circuit,"  (observee  the  Liverpool  lfercMry)gives  his 
elucidation  of  metaphysics  to  be  **  the  sisienoe  of  talking  what  you  know 
nothing  about,  to  another, parson  that  knows  al  Ifttle  as  yourself and 
Sir  Henry  Halford  has,  in  this  yiair  of  the  soienoe,  provod  himself  to  bo 
poeseaeed  of  acute  metaphysical  talents.
